The computerized system works 
by connecting sensor aupes local 
ed in Coffee, Dale and Geneva 
counties through radio systems to a 
centralized computer providing 
readings of current precipitation, 
past weather and projected water 
levels for up to a three-day period 

Phe system, which is designed to 
read water levels on ten-minute 
intervals throughout the area, 
should provide accurate, immediate 
coverage and assurance for the eitt 
7ens 

Coffee County EMA Director 
Charlie Webb said, “This flood 
warning system has been in the 
developmental stages for years but 
it has most recently become func 
tional in forecasting future rain les 
els. [Us a great system tailored to 
meet local need,” 

*The system is sull not complete, 
but the new improvement will pro 
vide capabilities paramount in 
assisting those in need during emer 
veney tlooding situations,” said 
Estus Walker, executive director of 
the CPYRWMA. “It will aid local 
officials in making decisions to help 
save lives and property.”

BRAINSTORMS 


With Ferrin Cox 


What a Machiavellian chess game! That was the opening line in some mail 
we received last week discussing the events in the Alabama legislature. It 
iS a great comparison, Wish we had thought of it first. Machiavelli was the 
author of that great literary classic of 1532 “The Prince.” As many readers 
know, he lost his political position in Florence, Italy when the opposing 
political party took command of the city-state of Florence. That sent him 
back to the family farm “for health purposes.” Actually it was to keep the 
winners from killing him. In an effort to win favor and get his old job back, 
he wrote this book .., probably as a private memo to the reigning prince 
However the ruler died without reading Machiavelli's ideas, and several 
years after Machiavelli's own death, members of the authors’ family pub 
lished the writings as a book, For centuries many world business, political 
and military leaders have reportedly read the book and been accused of 
adopting one very controversial chapter as the bible for some rather ruth 
less governing of their helpless subjects, While we join those who think the 
users of this writing as their “bible” have taken the chapter out of context, 


lt continues to be used and to be very controversial, What we see, putting 


it in context of the times and the fact this man was out of favor, was a per 

son brainstorming ideas fo get on the good side of the ruling party and ulti 

mately be allowed to get off the farm and away from milking those cows 
twice a day, As with many other ideas, Machiavelli can be helpful or mis 

used, based on the core feelings of the reader 


But, back to the Alabama Senate. Pick your side, but either could be the 
man sent back to the farm, milking cows and cleaning the barnyard with 
enormous disgust at something which he feels is beneath him. Neither likes 
the position and is acting out its own version of “The Prince” to remain in 
power. They each want to return to the comfortable position of voting on 
bills, passing laws and being our wheeling and dealing state senator(s) or 
in other words, directly responsible for molding the state’s destiny. Can the 
Machiavellian theory win with both sides carrying a copy of the book in 
their mind or under their respective arm? Or will the people of Alabama 
lose because one segment in that oft quoted chapter advises the ruler on 
how to put down opposition and remain in power. Machiavelli writes that 
the ruling prince can keep his subjects loyal by promising anything the 
people want to hear’... but he doesn’t have to deliver it. Kinda sounds 
familiar. 


There is a movement in Montgomery, following the recent killing of a 
Sylacauga man and the national publicity it attracted, to pass a special law 
in Alabama to punish those responsible for any hate killing. Many states 
have done that already, We don’t follow that logic. No, we don’t advocate 
the killing of any group of people, regardless of their sexual orientation, 
color of their skin, hair nor the brand car they drive. But neither do we think 
the person killed in something fitting an ever-changing description of a 
“hate crime” is any deader than the person gunned down in robbery of a 
service station or a braw] in the neighborhood bar. We perceive this would 
only add to the legal wrangling as law officers and lawyers argue over a 
particular death being a hate crime or a regular killing. Murder is murder, 
period. 


A couple of months ago we were in a group trying to decide the exact day 
of the week a certain meeting was going to be held, Our big mouth popped 
up with, “Oh, Sunday is February 14 and so that makes the 18th on ...” 
Well that prompted a long time friend who has moved on to higher digs to 
comment about our new-found romantic concerns. Trying to remain hon- 
est, at least when it doesn’t hurt, we acknowledged it was only because that 
was our scheduled day to read the bible at Sunday morning church ser- 
vices! This lady, who has spent time around the world, including consider- 
able time in Washington D. C., explained that maybe we shouldn't be quite 
so truthful, Like, keep your mouth shut fellow and be thought a fool, rather 
than open it and remove all doubt. 


March is the “month of the floods” in Elba and that fact has not gone unno- 
ticed by anyone who has seen and/or waded through our muddy waters dur- 
ing these last ten years of disasters. Saturday night was definately no 
exception. People 50 or more miles away from here would probably be 
shocked to know the truth about how many Elba citizens got less than the 
normal amount of sleep Saturday night. While the river stage didn’t even 
officially get to a height of 21 feet, there was an eerie feeling in many of us 
while the rains were pouring down in the darkness of night.

Of Discussion 


Since this is the age of “no new 
taxes” many citizens support the 
education lottery due to it bringing 
in a reliable source of new revenue 
for education. Even those who sup- 
port increasing taxes to eliminate 
the lottery might change their mind 
when the lottery would be a source 
of free income. Our position’on this 
resolution is only supported if 
school boards will not lose revenue. 
Alabama does not want to experi- 
ence what other states including 
Florida have with public school stu- 
dents used to “sell gambling only to 
have other funds taken away.” 

Everyone agrees that this pro- 
posed lottery issue must come to a 
close. Sure, all of this improved 
education would’ be great, but it 1s 
Toto y-edt t atin rerA 
and legislature must be concerned 
with. They must also spend their 
time on “preventing diversion of 
Education Trust Fund Revenue and 
ensuring adequate funding.” 
According to Dr. deGrafferied’s 
article adequacy deals with class 
sizes and the elimination of portable 
classrooms. Scnools that go year- 
round or are on the extended years 
must also be adequately funded. 
Also Governor Siegelman has 
promised to increase teachers and 
principal’s salaries provided more 
student safety and allow back- 
ground checks for school employ- 
ees. However, these issues are not 
part of the lottery funding and prob- 
ably will not be considered unless 
or until they become involved with 
the lottery. Many Alabamians 
believe the lottery won't live up to 
its standards. But one thing is for 
sure neither Alabama schools nor 
their students will live up to their 
promise unless adequacy is 
improved.

"One arrangement will let 
people who e-file using Intuit’s 
TurboTax or MacInTax software 
package pay the amount owed to the 
U.S. Treasury with any NOVUS 
credit card," explained Barr.

Children can qualify 
a taxpayer for tax 
credits or refunds 


People starting a family think 
about many things, like naming 
their child, clothing, education and 
so on. But one thing they might not 
have thought about is the tax bene- 
fit of having children, Sure, they 
probably know about the exemption 
for a dependent, but this year there's 
another tax benefit -- the child tax 
credit. 

Depending on their income, peo- 
ple may be able to claim up to a 
$400 credit on their 1998 tax return 
for each qualifying child under age 
17. This means they can reduce the 
tax owed by up to $400 for each 
child! For families with one or two 
children, the credit is nonrefund- 
able. In other words, they may use 
the credit to reduce the tax they owe 
to zero, but they would not receive 
any remainder as a_ refund, 
However, if they have three or more 
children, a portion of the child tax 
credit may be refundable.As with 
many things in life, there are limits 
that come with the benefits. The 
amount of the child tax credit 
depends on one's income.

According to Fred's) Annual 
Report for 1997, both sales and 
earnings reached a new high during 
the year. ‘Total sales for the year 
rose 1& percent to $492.2 million 
compared to $418.3 million in 
1996, Net income for 1997 rose 69 
percent to $9.8 million or $.84 per 
basic share as compared to the $5.8

This HUD project includes a 25% 
local match,, however Grimes says 
the city can do some in kind work 
with the street department equip- 
ment, thus cutting down on the actu- 
al cash outlay, 

City ’ Clerk Donnie Morrow 
reported to the council that the util- 
ity department is actively working 
to complete the underground elec- 
trical connection to the new Fred's 
building on the bypass. Water and 
sewage connections to this building 
are complete, Morrow said that 
water and electric connections are 
complete to the Lawford/Purvis

Council member Harold Bannin 
questioned the clerk about several 
holes from removed power poles at 
the renovated Mulberry ball park.

Grand jury indicts Enterprise 
man in grandfather’s murder

The grandson arrested — and 
charged in the murder of his grand 
father last week has been indicted 
on capital murder charges 

A special grand jury met Monday 
morning and returned an indictment 
of capital murder against Paul 
Edward Smith, 32, of 106 
Mayflower Street , Enterprise. The 
first degree murder-robbery charge 
is because Smith allegedly killed 
his grandfather, Benjamin Franklin 
Smith, Sr, 94, while robbing him of 
a reportedly small amount of 
money, 

An autopsy performed on the vie 
tim listed the probable cause of 
death as “multiple blunt force trau 
ma to the head, neck, chest and 
abdomen.” 

Authorities believe that beating 
death of Smith took place between 
11 p.m. and midnight on Saturday, 
March 13. His body was discovered 
by his son, Benjamin’ Franklin 
Smith, Jr. (the father of the suspect) 
who lived next door to his father in 
a mobile home, The front door of 
the elder Smith resident, a small 
brick home, was not locked and 
showed no signs of a forced entry 


The back entrance to the dwelling 
was locked 

Investigators believe that Smith 
acted alone in allegedly killing his 
grandfather; however, nothing has 
been ruled out in the case 

Smith has been held in the Coffee 
County Jail since his arrest on 
Sunday, March !4, He was denied 
bail during his initial appearance 
before District Judge Steve Blair, 

Monday morning, following his 
arrest. on the grand jury's indict- 
ment, Paul E. Smith was arraigned 
before Circuit Judge Gary MeAliley 
where he entered a “not guilty 
plea.” He plead not guilty to the 
charge by reason of mental disease 
or detect 

Phe judge advised Smith that an 
indictment by a grand jury does not 
determine guilt or innocence, it 
merely determines probable cause 
that a crime was committed by the 
accused, He was once again denied 
bail by Judge MeAliley and 
returned to the county jail to await 
trial 

No trail date has been set, and the 
invesigation is conunuing by the 
Coftee County Sheriff's 
Department and the 12th Judicial 
Circuit District Attorney's office.
